The train was packed to the doors with 
persons on their way home. Every one} 
realized that something was wrong when 
the train came to a stop. Employes of 
the company said that the accident was 
due to the dro ing of the heayy gear of 
the motor car of the derailed train down | 
on to the wheels of the rear truck of the 
car. 

For five minutes the passengers jammed 
in the trains fussed and fumed as they 
tried to find out exactly what had hap-} 
pened. Then the news that the train was; 
off the track and that those inside might 
be kept in the tunnel for a long time went 
through the cars. Finally a north-bound 
train was run up to the last coach of the 
stalled train and a third train backed up 
to the second one. Then the passengers } 
were told to walk back to the station! 
through the cars. 

Walked Back Through Cars. 


This they did, and as soon ag the las 
person had alighted on the platform the 
two trains through which they had walked | 
were switched back to the Broadway line | 
and sent uptown. This plan of sending | 
all trains uptown by the Broadway route} 
was followed while the block lasted. All 
the passengers on the Lenox and West 
sv‘arms trains had to leave the cars 
Ninety-sixth Street. The trains were | 
then sent north. This resulted in a de- 
lay on the Broadway line due to the great 
number of trains to be handled. 

Ten minutes after the accident the sta- 
tion at Ninety-sixth Street was packed 
with men, women, and children. The 
crush was so great that the porters and 
other station attendants were powerless to 
preserve even a semblance of order. 

It was while this siate of affairs was at 
its worst that word was sent to the West 
106th Street Police Station that there 
work for the police at the Subway station.

Inside the 
station the passengers wi demanding, 
their fares back, and ticket sellers were 
trying to convince them that in the al

They 
seemed dazed and stood about in groups 
trying to figure out exactly where thoy 
were. Capt. Burfeind ordered his 
to do ev2rything in their power to heip 
the women and girls out of their trouble, ; 
and the men lived up to their instrir- | 
ticns. They showed great forbearance and 
patience in answering questions. | 

Many of the women did not have the! 
extra 5 cenfs necessary to get them home 
by some other route. To these unfortu- 
nates the police were unusualiy kind. They 
gave money from their own pockets to 
every woman or child that they found 
without the means to get home by the 
surface or elevated lines. Capt. Burfeind 
himself gave away all the change he had 
with him. i

The rumor that Mr. Mathot was to go 
has been heard about town for some time, 
but the news that Deputy Waldo was 
lalso to retire was known to less than half 
a dozen persons, friends of Mayor Me- 
Clellan. These say that while Waldo has 
been a straightforward, honest official, he 
has not seemed able to ‘“‘ make good” as 
a Deputy Police Commissioner. They 
think him better fitted, as a military man, 
for a Federal job than for the city’s ser- 
vice. 

One criticism of his has been that he 
was not sufficiently familiar with city 
affairs to make a success of the Deputy 
Police Commissionership. Instead of set- 
ting out to accomplish something by trav- 
eling along the shortest road, he usually 
traveled the longest way and the way 
that contained the most trouble. 

In addition to the news concerning the 
changes in the Police Department came 
the statement yesterday that Mayor Mc- 
Clellan had dropped Gas and Water Com- 
missioner John H,. O'Brien as his political 
adviser, and would drop O’Brien out of 
the Mayoralty cabinet entirely on Jan, 1. 
The report that O’Brien was to be dropped 
entirely could

was said, he will have no influence what- 
ever in political appointments or changes 
in the city's affairs.

GILLETTE SENTENCED TO DIE.

HERKIMER, N. Y., Dec. 10.—Chester 
E. Gillette was sentenced to-day to die in 
the electric chair at Auburn Prison dur- 
ing the week beginning Jan. 28, for the

The young man showed no signs of emo- 
tion when Justice Devendorf pronounced 
sentence. His face was pale, but his step 
was steady and his voice was unshaken 
when, in reply to the formal question as 


to whether he had anything to say before 
;}sentence was pronounced, he said: 

| “JT am innocent of the crime charged in 
the indictment, and, therefore, it should 
not be passed.”’ 

‘ “ Anything more?’"’ asked Judge Deven- 
| dort. 

“‘No, I think not,"" was the reply. 
| Sentence was then pronounced. Imme- 
diately after Gillette left the courtroom, 
not even speaking to his mother, who sat 
| Just behind him in court. She had come 
} 2,008 miles to comfort him in his trouble, 
jarriving from Denver this forenoon. 
| While he was being led from court Mrs. 
Gillette prepared to wire news dispatches 
to a Denver and a New York newspaper 
|@S @ special correspondent in the case. 
| ‘*Oh, don’t speak harshly of me,"’ she 
said to reporters who crowded about her. 
“I am doing this so I can pay my way 
and arrange for a new trial. It will take 
a considerable amount of money, and I 
was able to bring but little from home. 

“IT did not know he had not confessed 
until I saw him this morning,” she con- 
tinued. “‘I am firmly convinced of his 
j innocence, but I shall beg on my bended 
knees that he confess if he is guilty.” 

Gillette’s counsel moved that the ver- 
dict be set aside and a new trial be grant- 
ed. The motion was denied, as was an- 
other to arrest judgment and set all pro- 
ceedings aside. 

““T am very hopeful of getting a new 
trial,” said Gillette later. ‘‘My mother is 
here, and I am more than glad to see her, 
but not through the bars of a cell.”

NEW TIMES SQUARE THEATRE. 


A Report of Shubert Intentions De- 
nied by Lee Shubert. 


A report was heard on Broadway last 
night that the Shuberts had acquired the 
triangular block on the north side of 
Times Square, with the intention of erect- 
ing there a large theatre to be completed 
not later than Sept. 1, 1908. The plot 
specified is that bounded on the north by 
Forty-eighth Street, on the south by 
Times Square, and on.the east and west 
by Seventh Avenue and Broadway. It 
is now occupied by an old building. 

According to the story, which was spe- 
cific in details, the Shuberts have paid 
$825,000 for the property, which would 
unquestionably make one of the most de- 
sirable theatre sites in New York City. 
It has a frontage of about 70 feet in 
Times Square and frontages on Seventh 
Avenue, Broadway, und Forty-eighth 
Street.

REPORT HERE SAYS 


Royal Commissioner in New York 
Receives Private Cable, 


OFFICIAL REPORT DIFFERS 


' That Said He Was Alive, but No Hopes 
Were Entertalned for His 
Recovery.

REVOLUTION IN VENEZUELA.

Counsel Tells Court of Appeals It 
Wasn’t Larceny. 


HIS 1904 CAMPAIGN GIFT 


District Attorney Presses the Charge 
on Appeal from an Order of 
Dismissal. 


J 


ALBANY, Dec. 10.—Argument on the 


criminal charge against George W. Per- 
kins, as Vice President of the New York 
Life Insurance Company, in connection 
with the payment of $48,500 to the Re- 
publican National Committee in the cam- 
paign of 1904, was begun before the Court 
of Appeals to-day. 

Grand larceny in the first degree Is the 
charge made by District Attorney Jerome 
against Mr. Perkins. It was shown be- 
fore the Armstrong Insurance Committee 
a year ago that Mr, Perkins paid the 
money out of his own funds, but that the 
money was returned to him with interest 
out of the funds of the New York Life 
Insurance Company by order of President 
McCall. 

The original proceeding was an applica- 
tion by the District Attorney to Magis- 
trate Moss on March 28 for a bench war- 
rant for the arrest of Mr. Perkins. The 
warrant was issued, he was arrested, and 
his counsel secured a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, which was dismissed by Justice 
Greenbaum of the Supreme Court, who 
thus upheld the contention of the District 
Attorney that a crime had been commit- 
ted. Perkins appealed to the Appellate 
Division, which reversed Justice Green- 
baum, and ordered the release of the de- 
fendant. It is from this decision of the 
Appellate Division that the District Attor- 
ney appeals the case argued to-day. 

Wallace MacFarlane of New York of 
counsel for District Attorney Jerome made 
the argument for the people.

lane, “that Perkins was an accessory be- 
fore the fact to what would generally be 
called an embezzlement of the funds of 
the New York Life Insurance Company. 
The Penal Code calls an accessory before 
the fact a principal and calls embezzle- 
ment larceny." 

Mr, MacFarlane quoted from affida- 
vits which told of the meeting of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the New York Life 
Insurance Company in December, 1904, 


which ordered the reimbursing of Per- 
kins. Mr, MacFarlane said that after 
that meeting a check for $48,702.50 was 
drawn to the order of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. to “reimburse George W. Perkins.” 

“It appears in Perkins’s letter,” said 
Mr. MacFarlane, “ that he was a member 
of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
that the sum was credited to his account 
upon the books of that firm. The book 
entries of this transaction were so made 
as to conceal its nature. 

“The question involved in his case Is 
whether a corporate officer paying out 
funds of the corporation without consider- 
ation, and without authority of its mem- 
bers or Directors, for a purpose foreign to 
its business, (if not also against public 
policy,) and known or feared by him to be 
wrong, although payments for that spe- 
cific purpose have not been specially 
covered by any provision of the Penal 
Code, nevertheless commits the crime of 
larceny. 

“Obviously, the business of the New 
York Life Insurance Company was insur- 
ance. Certainly, ve could be more 
unconnected with its lawful corporate 
business than to engage in political cam- 
paigns and expend the funds which it 
held for the benefit of its policy holders 
in promoting the election to political of- 
fice of the candidates favored by two of 
the principal officers of the company.” 

Former Justice William N. Cohen, as- 
sisted by Lewis L. Delafield. appeared in 
behalf of Mr. Perkirs. Judge Cohen de- 
clared that the essential elements of em- 
bezzlement were lacking and that the 
records of the case disclosed nothing from 
which it could be inferred that any act 
was animated by anything but a rightful 
intent. 

He argued that a subscription which a 
corporation might have made to the San 
Francisco Relief Fund or which a bank 
might make to a church might be classed 
as something outside of the business of 
the corporation, and therefore a contribu- 
tion which the stockholders in the corpo- 
ration might recover from the officers 
making it. Such a contribution, however, 
would not allow any basis for a criminal 
action against these officers. 

“Now, it is to be observed that In ac- 
cepting and receiving this reimburse- 
ment,” said Judge Cohen, “the relator 
did and was called upon to do no act as 
officer or trustee of the company, and 
was dealing with the company as com- 
pletely at arms’ length as would any 
agent presenting a claim for disburse- 
ments made or even an insured present- 
ing a claim upon a policy.”

NOT A MONSTER, EITHER 


May Have Been Misjudgment and 
Even Crime in the African Region, 
but No Countenanced Atrocities.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Dec, | 


10.—In an 
correspondent of the Publishers’ Press, | 
King Leopold of Belgium denied catego- 
rically the reports which have been cir- | 
culated so widely of atrocities practiced 
in the Congo. 

His common sense would have kept him 
from indulging in cruelties such as those 
he is acoused of practicing, the King de- 
clared, even if he was not moved by hu- 
manity to do so. 

The old King also paid a high tribute 
to America and Americans, especially to 
President Roosevelt, whom he described 
as @ “ splendid type of the splendid Amer- 
ican Nation.” 

The correspondent was received by King 
Leopold in his working room in the royal 
palace at Laaken, outside of Brussels, 
where the monarch resides. His Majesty 
was alone in the room, busy at his desk, 
when the correspondent was announced. 
He at once arose and shook hands with 
the visitor, saying: 

“I am very glad to see a representative 
of the American press. I have great ad- 
miration for most of the newspapers of 
America. I know most of them try to be 
honest and straightforward and usually 
judge an international question on its 
merits. 

“Your Minister asked me to receive 
you and I am happy to have the oppor- 
tunity of meeting you as a citizen of one 
free country talking to a citizen of an- 
other.”’ 

Would Like to Visit America. 

Asking the correspondent to be seated, 
the King continued: 

‘The whole of America {is full of won- 
der to me. I have often wished to visit 
the United States to see all for myself, 
but I fear that dream will not be realized. 
I am an old man now, and no longer have 
my former strength. There are many 
great men in America to-day. In the two 
of Congress are many brilliant 
Occasionally it has been my good 
fortune to meet American legislators in 
Belgium, and I highly prize the remem- 
brance of these gentlemen. Any country 
might be proud of such men.

It is more to me than money to a miser 
for me to know my work in the Congo 
has not been vainly spent. From a wild 
African forest, inhabited by cannibals, the 
Congo is developed wonderfully, its rev-| 
enues increasing from nothing to $10,000,- 
009 annually, 

“But what has been accomplished Is 
nothing to what will be. There is fabu- 
lous wealth in the country. I am making 
every effort to see that.it is properly de- | 
veloped. I cannot conceive anything that 
will give a greater return than planting | 
rubber trees there. Rubber sells for $2,000 | 
a ton, and the Congo is the natural rub- 
ber region of the world. To care for the 
future supply of rubber is one of the ob- 
jects of the new so-called American Com- 
pany, formed to invest money in Congo 
realty. 

“This is not purely an American cor- 
oration; half of the shares are held by 
3elgian financlers. The new company has} 
two objects—first, to prospect for and| 
work mines, and, second, to plant rubber 
forests on modern principles. I have no | 
pecuniary interest in the company, but! 
the Congo has, for, as in the case of sll} 
concessions given in the Congo, shares 
have been allotted free to the Govern- 
ment. The interest on these shares meets 
the expense of the Congo Government, 
and the dividends it now receives are 
sufficient to pay the whole interest on 
the Congo national debt. To see this de-| 
velopment of the Congo is my reward.”’ |

SAYS LETTERS WERE STOLEN. 


Col. Kowalsky Talks of His Mission | 
from King Leopold. 


In answer to the charge of a morning 
paper of yesterday that he was a paid 
lobbyist in the service of King Leopold 
and to the statement of the newspaper 
that it would publish his letters to the 
King, Col, Henry I. Kowalsky of 49 Wall} 
Street charged that portions of his cor- 
respondence had been stolen, 

It was quite true, he said, that he had 
been commissioned by Leopold to prepare 
a brief on conditions in the Congo Free | 
State, to be submitted to President Roose-} 
velt, together with a letter from the 
Federation for Defending Belgian In- 
terests Abroad. The whole affair had } 
been perfectly open. He had seen the} 
President in October, 1904, when he had/ 
submitted the brief and his authority for| 
doing so. At that time he had talked 
freely with newspaper correspondents, 
making no secret of his mission.

State, which is now being attacked by a 
group of English merchants and mission- | 
aries at present represented in Washing- 
ton by Mr. Morel.’ This letter further | 
stated that ‘under the stress of the in-| 
dignation aroused in Belgium by the Eng- 
lish calumnies’ an association had been 
formed corfsisting of prominent men in 
the army and in commercial and indus- 
trial life. This association wished to point 
out to the President the untruths con- | 
tained in the memorial submitted to him 
by Mr. Morel. I received the appointment | 
of counsel to the Congo Free State. At the 
request of this association I was to pre- | 
sent a letter written in the name of the 
association, as well as my brief.’ j 

Col. Kowalsky denied that he was coun- } 
sel to Mayor Schmitz of San Francisco, 
now under graft charges. He also said 
that the alleged agreement printed by the 
newspaper as being between him and 
Leopold was not what it purported to be. 

‘“T don’t know what that section of the 
newspaper story is,’’ he said. ‘‘ Some of it 
appears to be a sort of circular. That the 
rest of it is an agreement between me and 
Leopold I deny. Those were not the 
terms.” 

‘Do you know anything about the 
newspaper's intimation that Secretary 
Root was indirectly influenced through a 
concession in the Congo of 2,500,000 acres 
given to Thomas F. Ryan?”’ was asked. 

‘I know nothing about any such con- 
cession,” was the reply. ‘‘ No money or 
favor was given to any one in connection 
with the matter.” 





CONGO QUESTION IN SENATE. 


Resolution Empowers the 


President to Take Action. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Senator Lodge 
to-day introduced a resolution relative to 
the Congo Free State. It recites that the 
report of the inhuman treament inflicted 
upon the native inhabitants of the Congo 
Free State has been of such a nature and 
s0 well sustained as to draw the atten- 
tion of the civilized world and excite both 
the indignation and the compassion of the 
people of the United States, 

It resolves that in the opinion of the 
Senate the time has come when the af- 
fairs of the Congo Free State should be 


made the subject of international inquiry. 
The Senate advises the President that in 
any steps he may deem it wise to take in 
co-operation with or In aid of any of the 
powers signatories of the treaty of Berlin 
which shall seek to ameliorate the condi- 
tions of the Congo Free State and redress 
any evils now existing there he will re- 
ceive the Senate’s cordial support.

THE TOBACCO TRUST. 

The Tobacco Trust Is the latest monop- 
oly to discover that the laws we already 
enjoy have iron teeth. The other day we 
reported the quashing of the Tobacco 
Trust’s demurrer to the complaint that 
it is a conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
and it must go to trial upon the charge 
that it monopolizes the sale of licorice 
paste used in the making of plug to- 
bacco, 

This case differs from others which 
have preceded it. The Tobacco Trust 
has some patents and trade marks, but 
it has no public franchise, and it has 
not exercised the right of eminent do- 
main, Neither is the monecpoly of a 
nature adapted to be extremely oppress- 
ive or injurious. We might struggle 
along without this particular brand of 
either licorice paste or plug tobacco, 
and if the trust’s goods are dear 
or bad, nothing is simpler than not 
to buy them. As it seems to us its 
ability to earn some forty millions of 
dollars depends strictly upon its meet- 
ing the wishes of consumers. Its life 
hangs upon a thread, and it is reap- 
ing the reward of the excellence of its 
management rather than the benefit 
of any subsidy or artificial support. 
The world is wide, and nothing pre- 
vents anybody else imitating or sur- 
passing its trade record. Yet it is to be 
dissolved because it monopolizes a trade 
article or process. 

So be it. The people wish it or think 
they wish it. But those who are indif- 
ferent to the monopolizing of Icorice 
paste sooner or later will perceive that 
cannot be one law for licorice 
and another for other trade ar- 
ticles. The old way was to buy or make 
such things for yourselves. The new 
way is to attack your competitor in 
the courts, which are open for all alike. 
If one corporation can be dissolved in 
this way so can another be under like 
conditions. If your trade rival won't 
do business with you, why, mandamus 
him to trade with you, or to gell you 
goods at your own price, or let the 
Government regulate the of 
licorice paste and everything else. Fix 
all prices by statute and dissolve every 
corporation which anybody finds ob- 
noxious. This is a matter respecting 
which it is simplicity itself to give unl- 
versal satisfaction.

The Prosperity of the Country Is the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Secretary 
Shaw had an interview to-day with the 
bankers’ committee now in session in is 
city, and later in the day made the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

“I have received in the last ten days 
an unusually large number of letters from 
business men representing all sections of 
the country, complaining of the extraordi- 
nary high rates of interest. I have con- 
ferred during the same period, by letter or 
personally, with a large number of bankesr 
scattered through the South and Middle 
West, as well as in the East. I have to- 
day conferred with the committee of the 
American Bankers’ Association now in 
session in this city. These gentlemen 
represent Chicago, St. Louis, New Or- 
leans, Atlanta, Pittsburg, Indianapolis, 
Des Moines, and other cities. From the 
best information I can get I think the 
following describes the situation fairly 
well: 

“Our blessings are the real cause of the 
actual stringency in money, recognized 
everywhere. An unusually large crop 
and unexampled industrial activity have 
an unprecedented demand for 
money. The world is everywhere pros- 
perous, and money in great demand 
throughout Europe as well as in the 
States. We never had such a 
volume of credits, and they are based on 
an unequaled volume of assets. The 
manufacturers of cotton are buying that 
staple by the trainioad. The cotton 
unlike the Western farmer, de- 
mands actual cash, and he carries it home

| in his pocket. 


“The Western farmer is paid in checks, 
which he deposits in the bank to his cred- 
it, and therefore does not absorb actual 
money, as does the cotton planter.

This I have decided to grant 
in the following manner: I will deposit 
$10,000,000 in existing depositaries in the 
cities designated below, to be secured by 
bonds acceptable for savings bank invest- 
ments under the laws of New York and 
Massachusetts, taken at 90 per cent. of 
their value; these deposits to be returned, 
one-half on Jan. 20 and the remainder on 
Feb. 1. 

“I will buy $10,000,000 worth of 
the bonds of 1907 at the following prices: 
Registered bonds ex interest, at 101, and 
coupon bonds, at 102. In the event that 
the bonds purchased are now held as se- 
curity for Government deposits, secugity 
of the character above indicated will be 
accepted in lieu thereof.’ Not more than 
$1,000,000 worth, however, will be pur- 
chased from any institution under 
these conditions.

At the end of the third act of ‘‘ Th 


Light Eternal’ 
Valerius, who has been brought before 
the pagan Emperor Diocletian, is called 
upon to renounce his Gog and bend his 
knee before a statue of Jupiter. He re- 
fuses, and as two Roman soldiers seize 
him and are forcing him to obey, the sky 
suddenly darkens, there is a roll of thun- 
der, a blinding sheet of lightning, and the 
statue crumbles and falls. At the same 
moment a brilliant cross appears in its 


place. 

This is the most striking incident in 
Martin V. Merle’s play, produced at the 
Majestic last night. The invention did 
not require any very remarkable theatri- 
cal ingenuity. But it is momentarily 
fective as these things go. 

For want of a better term the play may 
be described as religious melodrama, 
though it is for the most part lacking in 
the thrills that belong to melodrama, and 
some persons no doubt will take exception 
to the word which qualifies it. It is in- 
offensive, however, on the whole, and oc- 
casionally impressive, chiefly because Its 
author has incorporated in his text 
speeches which could hardly be heard un- 

ved at any time.

When confronted by 
his former friend, Carvinus, son of the 
Prefect of Rome, and asked 
the lapse, he openly avows that he 
Christian. ; 

It then develops that Carvinus is in 
love with Artemia, daughter of Diocletian, 
and that she has begun to look with 
favor upon Valerius, who is made capté ain 
of her bodyguard. An impassioned love 
gcene between the pair is interrupted by 
the arrival of Carvinus, who bears a war- 
rant for Valerius’s arrest. The revela- 
tion that her lover belongs to the hated 
faith turns Artemia against him, and she 
delivers him over to his enemy. The 
subsequent proceedings involve her re- 
pentance, her acceptance of Christianity, 
and her effort to save the man she loves. 
But even the destruction of his idol and 
the sight of the flaming cross are appar- 
ently not enough to move Diocletian, and 
the final scene shows Valerius on his way 
to the Coliseum, where he is to be given a 
prey to wild beasts.

Market Shows Confidence In Near-by 
Relief—High Time Money. 


Stocks rose and money fell yesterday 
because on the Stock Exchange and in 
banking quarters the same belief was held 
that conditions are now so serious that 
relief from Mr. Shaw is a question of 
hours only. Another sharp break in the 
foreign exchange market, carrying quota- 
tions to a point promising profit on gold 
engagements, and the actual announce- 
ment of one such engagement, although 
for a small amount, possessed some in- 
fluence, but the main consideration was 
the prospect of Treasury assistance. The 
opening of the market found renewal 
rates for call money at 25 per cent., which 
paid without protest by borrowers.

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FORGERY CHARGED IN 
INSURANCE CAMPAIGN 


Untermyer Says Agents Obtained 
Policy Holders’ Votes Wrongly. 


ALSO COMPLAINS OF KELSEY 


Counsel to International Committee 
Accuses of Not Acting 
Promptly on Its Complaints.

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the In- 
ternational Policy Holders’ Committee, 
charged yesterday that forgery had been 
employed in many sections of the coun- 
try to get policy holders’ names. on the 
administration ballots of the New York 
and Mutual Life Insurance Companies. 
Mr. Untermyer also told something of the 
troubles the Policy Holders’ Committee 
encountered in its dealings with Supt. 
Kelsey of the State Insurance Depart- 
ment. He served notice that whatever 
the result of the election, the committee 
would prosecute any person found to have 
been implicated in an illegal transaction, 
He said: 

‘Information comes to the committee 
from many directions that the names of 
policy holders are being forged to ballots 
in different sections of the country and 
that these forged ballots are being for- 
warded to the companies. 

‘The forgeries have been rendered pos- 
sible by the action of the companies in 
placing upon the ballots which they have 
sent out the numbers of the policies 
which were regarded as confidential in- 
formation without which numbers nobody 
but the policy holder himself could have 
prepared the ballot. The number was 
required to be placed on the ballot as a 
means of identification. 

“Some time ago the committee ascer- 
tained that the New York Life Insurance 
Company officials were making lists of 
the names of the policy holders who yot- 
ed, as their ballots came to the company, 
The Superintendent of Insurance was 
therevpon asked to give the committee 
the same facilities, so that the commit- 
tee might communicate with the policy 
holders and ascertain whether they were 
actually voting these ballots, or whether 
their names were being forged. After con- 
siderable delay the Superintendent advised 
us that the New York Life had now dis- 
continued the practice of taking the 
names from the ballots that were sent to 
the company. 

“ The 
some way of detecting the alleged forged 
and fraudulent ballots that are being 
voted, and if successful it is proposed to 
prosecute the forgers, irrespective of the 
outcome of the election.

CUT GAS PLANT VALUES. 


Experts Call Consolidated’s Figures 
Too High by Many Millions. 


The final hearing for the introduction of 
direct evidence by the State and city in 
defense. of the suit of the Consolidated 
Gas Company over the eighty-cent gas 
law, held at the office of Special Master 
A. H. Masten, at 49 Wall Street, yester- 
day, developed discrepancies in the valua- 
tions which experts put upon the various 
plants of the gas company. 

The State was represented by Senator 
Alfred R. Page and G. A. Kirby, the city 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Willlam 
P. Burr, and the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany by C. P. Matthewson. 

Counsel for the State announced that 


the total value of the plants was about 
$9,000,000, as against a valuation by the 
gas company of $17,040,524. 

The report of an ‘appraisal of the real 
estate made by Thompson & McHale was 
introduced, showing a decrease in the 
Consolidated’s figures of $6,000,000, 

It was then announced that the city and 
State had no more evidence to introduce 
at the present, and an extension of time 
was asked in which to introduce further 
testimony as to the value of the plants 
and to hear the result of one more test of 
oil. The request was denied, and it was 
announced that the Consolidated would 
begin the introduction of evidence in re- 
buttal on Thursday morning.
